An Awful Cry of "Fire!" 


CHICAGO, April 10 —One pupil was 


killed, ono fatally injured and fifteen 
others hurt at noon yesterday during 
a panic at the Voa JIumbohU public 
school, Rockwell avenue and Hirsch 
street. The mad rut.li of Itie children 
was cauwd by tlie bursting of a hteam 
cock on the radiator in one of the class- 
rooms and the subsequent crympf of 
"8re"' by the frightened bojs and 
girls. 


The dead pupil is Daniel Gunstein, 


11 year old, wlio lived with his paients 
at 702 D.inia avenue 
He was trampled 


under thp feet of the panic-strieltett 
throng, and e\piierl uhile being taken 
to S>t Elizabeth hospital He mijrht 
have survived the injuries caused by 
being tiatnplctl upon, but the suffoca- 
tion fiom the crondmff was fatal 


The fatally injured pupil is Andrew 


Anderson. 10 veai s old, whose home is 
at 710 Rockwell htrcut 


All the injured were trampled on 


and bruised and cut 
Most of thejp* 


were taken from the school in an un- 
conscious condition to the hospital and 
adjoining homes for medical tifeat-r 
ment. There were 1,170 pupils in the 
three-story fachool building, which con- 
tains sixteen room:,. 


Th9-Fatal Blockade. 


When the steam came hissing from 


the coil of pipe With a terrifying noiso 
the pupils were being put through their 
lessons preparatory to being dismissed 
for the recess. The children in the 
room where the steam was escaping 
instantly rushed for the door leading 
to the stairways. The panic spread to 
the pupils in the other rooms, who, 
rushing for some means of escape, col- 
lided and formed the fatal blockade. 
The larger and stronger ones trampled 
over the smaller and weaker children 
in their wild flight to a place of safety, 
leaving a trail of bruised and uncon- 
scious forms behind. 


Tha Stamp ids WM Partly Stopped 
By the presence of mind shown by 


Principal W. J. Bafthold and other 
officers whose pupils had not already 
rushed from the rooms. They locked 
the doors and kept the frightened chil- 
dren imprisoned until the panic was 
over. This quick action no doubt 
saved the lives of scores or more of the 
pupils, as the panic had spread to everv 
room in the building. All the injured 
fell in a heap at the bottom of the 
stairway, which was, a narrow one 
used by th« teachers. 


When citizens, police officers and 


firemen came into the building they 
found little to do except pick up the 
small, unconscious and bruised forms 
of the injured, and after restoring the 
more unfortunate ones, remove them 
to their homes or the hospital close by 
in ambulances

When some of «the bigger boys had 
reached the exits and realized that the 
danger was over, they rushed back into' 
the building and carried out the girls 
and little boys who were either uncon- 
scious or too weak and frightened to 
move from the screaming, scrambling 
mass of juvenile humanity.

ter; and the people, astounded by the 
result, shouted: "Jehovah, he is God! 
Jehovah, he is God!"

THE POLLARD SUIT. 


Jodgo Bradley Delivers Hie In- 


atruotlons to the Jury, 


AID CARLISLE BEGINS HIS SPEECH 


Pot the Flaintia, Making a Strong Plea 


for His Fair Client—The Testi- 


mony and Witnesses Compared 


—Breckinridge Excoriated. 


WASHIR6TON, April 10.—The begin- 


ning of the second month of the Pol- 
lard-Breckinridge trial witnessed the 
beginning of the end—the commence- 
ment of arguments before the jury. 


Judge Bradley read his decision with 


reference to the prayers for instruction 
to the jury, which were submitted by 
both sides on Saturday. He granted 
nine of the fourteen prayers of the 
plaintiff, modifying six of them, re- 
fused fonr, and decided that one was 
covered by another prayer, thus prac- 
tically granting ten of the fourteen 
prayers. 


Mr. Calderon Carlisle then began the 


opening argument for the plaintiff. 


Mr. Carlisle, leaning easily toward 


the witness box and without any at- 
tempt at oratory, told the jury that in 
his opening statement a month ago 
yesterday, he had been exceedingly 
temperate, but he could now say

more than these had been proved. 
Before going into the legal aspects of 
the case, Mr. Carlisle reminded the 
jury of the distinguished career of the 
defendant and the advantages at his 
command in preparing his defense.

one of these young- men- "in the exu- 
berance of his imagination," as the 
place where Madeline Pollard lived

"I ask yon, gentlemen," Mr. 


Carlisle said, "not to believe the story 
of two such disreputable characters as 
John Brant and Hiram Kanffman." 


Then he took up the attack on the 


plaintiff's character contained in the 
testimony of Mr. Rankin Rossel, who 
said he broke his engagement with 
Miss Pollard because "he did not like 
the way she allowed him to caress 
her." "I think everyone here has 
formed an impression of Mr. Rossel in 
the beginning when he testified here. 
I got one and I think you got the same 
one." 


Mr. Aleck Julian, Miss Pollard's 


"blind Barnabas," was hauled over 
the coals by Mr. Carlisle at length. 


Brief reference was made to the 


story of Wood, the old carpenter, who 
swore that the plaintiff had broken 
her engagement to him because he had 
refused to take her to Europe, and Mr. 
Carlisle asked the jury to believe the 
Statement of Mibs Pollard with regard 
to the story of Wood.

He 
had left himself two modes of escape, 
and either one would bring him face to 
face with a dilemma, on one horn of 
which he must impale himself. 


He referred to the cross-examination 


of two days and a half to which Miss 
Pollard had been subjected, and said 
it was one of the most difficult tests to 
which the human mind could be put. 
There were only two things that 
would enable a 
person 
to stand 


the test of such a protracted cross-ex- 
amination. One was a trained mind, 
a wonderful ability to think, a knowl- 
edge of lawyers and their ways—In 
fact, all that was possessed by a clever 
lawyer; the other was—the 
truth. 


His client had stood that test without 
any of the qualifications of the first in- 
stance, and the fact that she had not 
been made to change her direct state- 
ment on any subject showed that she 
must have stood the test through the 
second qualification. 


The future relations of the plaintiff 


and the defendant were reviewed from 
the standpoint of each, and Mr. Car- 
lisle contended that it had been shown 
that the guilty relations of the pair 
were continuous, despite the testimony 
of the defendant that there had been 
long intervals in those relations. 


Then Mr. Carlisle took up the al- 


leged promise of marriage -which Miss 
Pollard says was made in Washington 
on August SI, '93.

As to the defense of Col. Breckin- 


ridge that he and Miss Pollard had 
merely pretended to be engaged, Mr. 
Carlisle referred to the very important 
testimony of Claude de la Roche Fran- 
cis, who told of his accidental eaves- 
dropping in Mrs. Thomas' house when 
Col. Breckinridge said to Miss Pollard 
that he was sorry she had mentioned 
their engagement to the witness.

UDIilT OTHERS SEVERELY INURED 


Tbe Roof of the Burning Building Fall* 


In, Carrying Into* Sea ol Flam* 


Below a Score of Breve 


Firemen.

MILWAUKEE, April 10.—The DaYid- 


son hotel and the' Davinson theater 
were destroyed by fire at 4-85 o'clock 
yesterday morninif. Ten firemen are 
known to have perished in the flames, 
and there are probably more deaths to 
be recorded. Six dangerously injured 
persons have been taken to toe-hospi- 
tal, and the list is sure to ham addi- 
tions, both as to fatalities and<around- 
ed, after a complete reckdnin? is 
taken. 
A Boom ot Fireman Go Down with th« 


Boot. 


Shortly after 5 a. m., when the fire 


was seemingly under control, the thea- 
ter roof, on which a score or more of 
the brave firemen stood as they fought 
the flames, went down, and the brave 
men were carried with it to the floor 
of the auditorium below. Some were 
extricated from the furnace of flames 
in which the whole interior was en- 
veloped, by their brave and comrades, 
who risked their lives to drag out the 
prostrate forms of the dead and in- 
jured men. Six or eight men were 
soon brought out,, and those who are 
able 
to speak 
said 
there raunt 


be 
ten 
more 
in 
the 
ruins, 


where living death awaited them. 
For these poor fellows there was no 
chance. The burning roof had fallen 
on them, and they were roasted to 
death if they had not been killed by 
that terrible plunge from the roof. 


A Ory of Horror. 


A ery of horror went up from the 


firemen who saw the awful catas- 
trophe. The members of the insurance 
patrol were covering up the seats in 
the parqnette of the theater, when sud- 
denly a light was seen through the 
roof above. Tbe men in the theater 
ran back just in time, and the next 
moment the roof fell. 


Several of the men in the theater 


were caught by the falling walls. 


A W»T«r-to-J*9-ForeoU«n-Bo«n«. 


The scene that followed is never to bet 


forgotten by those who witnessed it/ 
For a moment all was dark, then sud- 
denly a tremendous sheet ot flame shot 
up, and with it came the cries of the 
firemen who had fallen through the 
roof to the theater below. 


Bnrlid Under the Blulnv Hoof. 


Tbe men were buried under the 


blazing roof, and there seemed to be 
little hope that any would come out 
alive, if indeed they had not been killed 
by the terrible fall. There was trouble 
in getting water on the fire, which now 
rapidly made its way through the 
theater and scenery. The water was 
finally turned on,and several of the fire- 
men who had fallen nearest the front 
door of the lobby were dragged from 
the burning debris, more or less in- 
jursd. 
Fuel to th* Fl&m«i—Reaoue Impo**ibl«. 


The interior of the auditorium soon 


became a seething mass of flames, 
which the firemen vainly endeavored 
to subdue 
in order to save their 


doomed comrades. While the frantic 
men were at work amidst the ruins on 
the floor of the parquet, the gallery be- 
gan to burn, and while directing their 
attention to this blaze other portions 
of the roof fell, making the rescue of 
the imprisoned men impossible and ad- 
ding more fuel to the fire. 


The First Viotlm. 


Ollie Eeis, a fireman, lost his life 


while trying to reach the roof of the 
theater before the roof felL 
He had 


put up a ladder from the northern 
wing of the hotel building, which is 
two stories lower than the theater 
proper, when the ladder swayed and he 
fell with it to the roof of the wing. 
He was carried away and died in the 
arms of his comrades. He was a mem- 
ber of Engine Co. No. 3. 


A Panto in tha Hot»l. 


The guests of the Davidson hotel, 


which occupied a part of the building, 
were panic-stricken and fied from their 
rooms when the alarm of fire rang 
through the corridors. 
They were 


really in no danger and had ample 
time to get out. None were injured. 


MILWAUKEE, April 9.—At 6 o'clock 


to-night the body of John T. Farrell, 
lieutenant of Engine House No. i and 
at 8:80 that of Tnomas Morgan, pipe- 
man of No. 1, were found in the ruins 
of the theater and taken to the morgue. 
The body ol Third Assistant Chief 
Janssen is the only one not yet found. 
All the bodies have been identified 
and the number of killed is nine. 


Tne coroners inquest will be held on 


Thursday, and the fire and police 
commissioners will not 
investigate 


Chief Foley until after the inquest.
